The cemeteries have been in the care of D. J. Warren the 
past year, who, we believe has been faithful in his labor, 
and acceptable to the citizens of the town in lis readiness to 
assist in the selections and care of lots, also in other duties 
pertaining to the office of sexton. The additions to the ceme- 
teries have been plowed and harrowed. roots and stumps re- 
moved, and we hope to be able to fertilize and seed down to 
grass the coming season, a work we proposed to do, to the 
additions to the cemetery on the ‘‘Plain” last fall, but as many 
small roots showed a strong inclination to grow, thought 
best to work the ground over once more and seed next year. 
The addition to the cemetery on the ‘tHill” has been inclosed 
with a good substantial wall, well trenched, and laid by A. IE. 
Simpson, very satisfactory to the committee. Weare of 
Opinion that the money from the funds, and what is due 
from the town will be sufficient for the needs of the ceme- 
teries the coming year. : 

In closing this report it seems fitting to mention the loss the 
committee has sustained in the death of Mr. Joseph L. Cottle,
